Interpretatioris iF 
Alien Land Law 
T aken Up. ‘At Meet 


District iierey A. B. Tinning was 
in San Francisco yesterday in at-} 
tendance at a conference of District 
Attorneys of the State to secure uni- 
form interpretations of the recent 
Supreme Court decision on Japanese 
activities in California. 

The meeting was called by Attor- 
ney-General U. 8. Webb in an ®ffort 
to reconcile varying interpretations 
that have been given ithe law by 
district attorneys in. various parts 
of the state. - ; 

The Supreme Court held that ¢rop- 
ping contracts were valid while later’ 
the United States Supreme’ Court 
held that they weké invalid. During 
the interim differing opinions, were 
given to Japanese regarding their! 
rights, and considerable confusion 
has arisen as a result.of these con- 
flicting opinions.

Value of Four 
‘ Wheel Brakes 
Shown On Ice 


' The imminent peril offered by wet, 
greasy and icy pavements has been 
the bungaboo of. drivers since the 
automobile came into general use. 

The 1924 model of the Oakland 
Mector company equipped with the 
four-wheel brakes in a recent con- 
vincing demonstration on the glassy 
floor of an indoor ice skating rink 
in Cleveland proved that the Oakland 
four wheel brakes keep the car posi- 
tively under the control of the driver 
at all times regardless of nae con- 
ditions. 

The general manager of the Cleve- 
land branch of the Oakland Motor 


_| company driving an Oakland touring 


car ran on to the floor of the Elysi- 
um ice rink at Euclid avenue and E. 
107th street and put the car through 
@ series of non-skid tests staged 
without chains. 

The slippery Elysium ice was se- 
lected to test the -efficient braking 
system, as road conditions at ‘any 
time of the year would not be as 
dangerous,.due to the \fact that it is 
practically impossible to create trac- 
tion on ice. 

In one remarkable test the car 
‘running at a speed of fram 22 to 25 
‘miles an hour was brought to: a 
stop on the ice within a distance of 
about 20 feet without skidding. The 
rear wheels tracked the front wheels 
from the time the brakes were ap- 


plied until the car was stopped. 


‘The touring car \Yriven at a speed 
of 18 to°20 miles an: hour’ with 
brakes applied the car made U shape 


@ |turns without any swerving of -the 


rear end of the car. 

A two-wheel brake car was then

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 11.—Regula- 
tions governing the registration of 
trucks, trailers and motor vehicles

4 of Motor Vehicles. Registration of 
such motor vehicles for the new year 
will begin Monday, January 14, and 
will be simultaneous with the open- 
ing date of registrations for pleasure 
cars. ‘ 

Owners of vehicles used for the 
transportation of passengers for hire 

| or of property must first secure a 
weight certificate from , a _- public 
weigher showing the unladen weight 
of the vehicle equipped for service or 
present a sworn affidavit showing 
the unladen weight, it was stated. 
This certificate must be presented 
at any of the barnches of the divi- 
sion located at Oakland, San Fran- 

}cisco, Fresno, Los Angeles and San 
Diego. Mail applications will be 
handled by the Sacramento office only 
The weight certificate must show 
whether the vehicle is equippéd with 
solid or pneumatic tires. 

In addition to the flat dee of three 
dollars, owners of such vehicles must 
pay an additional fee based on the 
weight and type of tires. .The fol- 
lowing schedules are provided in the 
new California Motor Vehicle Act:
